OME mothers spank even a 
few month-old to mako tt 
stop crying, especially at night. 
While the mere shock may at 
times seem to work, it rarely 
wih The baby may nevet 
sense the connection and just 
ery more, Besides, there usually 
la a-physical reason for exces 
sive crying, which only the 
physician can properly diag- 
nose. . . 


Porents who are sure they 
should sometimes spank a young 
child certainly should stick to 
one strict rule: Never give the 
child pain, even wilh words, 
until he can move about under 
his own steam and face de- 
finite hazards, In the meanwhile, 
discipline yourscl! so as to do 
for him only what you are cure 
you should, Be also sire to 
cuddle tim tenderly very often, 
especially when all fs well, or 
even when he seems unhappy 
and Sittery for extended periods, 
letting him hear only 
gentle words and tones from you 
by day or night.
